ICE-WRECKED.

[From Blackwood's Magasine.)
We had bardly crossed the Atlantic,
and were beginning to look eagerly for
ovur first sight of the New World, when a
sudden change oceurred in the tempera.

eyes the splendid seene nround them.—
Even when night came, there
was the sama eager Lthrong of gazers, for
those large frozen plains glittered in  the
moon light with a strange spectral beauty

which none of us hisd ever geen belore,

After a time, & mass of ice huger than
common, appeared flosting down the
stream,  Subsequently, we learned that
it was part of the cone the spray forms
avery winter before the falls of Mont-
morensy. Un it came, gleaming palely
agninst the deep blue thy i
spotless marble, rising in tower a
ret, nnd massive buttress, and enriched
by the most delicate tracery, Every eye
was fixed upon it in breathless admira-
tion, us it swept majestically by, until, as
it passed between us and the wind, by its
nftiness it momentarily teealmed o —
Suddenly the stationary ship received 4
sevese blow, which vibrated not only
through all her timbers but through every
one of the hundred and forty human be-
ings who formed her living freight., Nev-
er =hall I forget the shrieks of terror that
followed, ns women well-nigh frantic with
fear, clasped their children to their bos-
ot:sk, bulieving that the ship bad strack
upon o rock, and that their last moment
had coma, A ery from the bow, that it
wns bat a blow from the ies, somewhat
relieved their fearr, and they stood quiet
ly by, whila the belm was put down, and
thesails drawn round, in the effort to free
us from the huge mass of ice which still
Iny teross the vessel’s bows pressing and
grating audibly against her timbers. A
minute more, und above the din of blocks
and cordage, and the stamping of men's
foet, there arose s wild ory that echoed

neighboring ice-castle—""The ship is sink-
ing!”

It was an appalling announcerent ; and
unfortunately it was a true one. The ice
had struck us heavier than we thought,
and its hard, sharp ed#. keen and re.
